Commenting on the Victor- 
ian Government’s decision 
not to permit the proposed 
crude oil pipeline from West- 
ernport to Altona and Gee- 
long to cross any section of 
Port Phillip Bay, a spokes- 
man for W.A.G. Pipeline Pty. 
Ltd. said recently: “We must 
accept the fact that the Gov- 
ernment has a role to play 
as a watchdog of the rights 
of the community as a whole 
and as such has stated its 
intention to ensure that any 
risk of polluting the Bay is 
avoided. : 


“Throughout our negotia- 
tions with the Government, 
with Bayside Councils and 
other interested parties we 
have openly presented our 
case in plain terms and with 
complete technical accuracy. 


“In all common sense we 
could not give an absolute 
guarantee against the remote 
possibility of a Jeak in the 
pipeline occurring ~~ nor can 
any similar 
given against the possibility 
of some other form of oil 
spill occurring. 


“We still firmly _ believe, 
however, that the safety fac- 
tors planned for the project 
minimised any risk of pollu- 
tion and, in fact, ensured 
that there would be less risk 
of pollution than alternative 
forms of transportation. 


“Our efforts to win approval 
for the Bay crossing having 
failed with a resultant delay 
of many months to comple 
tion of the project and con- 
siderable additional costs 
arising from that delay, the 
task ahead is to examine 
possible land routes for the 
pipéline that, may be feasible. 

“This task will be expedit- 
ed with, we trust, the full co- 
operation of all concerned, 
including the opponents of our 
{original proposal.”

“We see it instead as a 
means of progressively con- 
tributing to the cultural and 
social aspects of what has 
been aptly called the quality 
of life in Australia.
